In some cases the quota allotted to large 
garages was not enough to cover daily sales 
and the strictest rationing to customers had 
to be introduced in an effort to give the 
spirit to those for whom it was most neces- 


sary. 

1 is understood that no further deliveries 
of petrol will be made to garages until Mon- 
day next, by which time the authorities pro- 
bably will have a plan worked out on the 
basis of the total supplies available, which 
will ensure ‘the fairest distribution. 

It could not be ascertained how the petrol 
shortage has affected the numbers of cars 
ae in the city, as the registration 
offices were closed, the Ist of January bein 
a municipal holiday. In the County Counci 
offices, however, it was stated that the num- 


ber of cars registered for the new quarter 
year was about average. RA 
expected that, with the pros 


of even shorter supplies of spirit, motorists 
will register vehicles mostly for only the 
marter year, and that many vehicles will be 
id up pending a clarification of the position.

A CORK COMPLAINT

CORK, Wednesday. 


Only one delivery to the trade has been 
authorised, and we have no idea when the 
next delivery will be made,” said one of 
Cork’s biggest petrol retailers to-day, 
emphasising the need for preserving for 
essential purposes the limi quantities of 
petrol now made available. He complained 
that the allocation to garages was incon- 
sistent. ‘‘I understand, he said, “a fixed 
amount is being supplied to every garage. To 
some firms that means a day's supply, to 
others a week's supply, according to the size 
of their custom. Furthermore, a firm dealing 
with only one distributor gets only one con- 
signment, while if you are dealing with three 
or four distributors you get three or four 
lots. The remedy obviously is a distribution 
in strict proportion. 

Another point made was that the public 
should realise that 2 were altogether 
below normal and should accordingly co- 
operate by leaving as much petrol as possible 
for really essential needs.

MONG the many who felt relieved when 
A the Minister for Supplies announced 
that supplies of motor fuel would con- 
tinue to be forthcoming, Mr. Sean T. O' Kelly 
—as custodian of national finance—had special 
reason to rejoice. 
Had the worst fears of motor owners been 
fulfilled, and their vehicles been immobilised 
for lack of fuel supplies, Mr. O'Kelly would 
have been in the very embarrassing position 
of having to find an additional revenue of 
over £3 millions yearly—the equivalent of 
about 3s. to present rates of income tax— 
from other sources. 
Of the present annual total of, say, £30 
millions yearly which is derived from all 
sources of taxation more than one-tenth is 
contributed by motor owners. in vehicle 
licence duties, in driving licences and in 
import taxes on petrol and other kinds of 
motor fuel and supplies. 
In addition to such special imposts, motor 
owners are called upon to pay their full quotas 
of income tax, import duties on other com- 
modities, in local rates and in other levies 
which sré payable by citizens generally. 
When Mr. O'Kel} introduced his last 
Budget he anticipated a substantial decrease 
in the year’s revenue from vehicle and drivers’ 
licence duties. Now we have the surprising 
fact that revenues from these sources, for the 
first nine months of the financial year, have 
actuglly increased ! 
Basing our estimates of the taxes which are 
yable by motorists, as motorists, on the 
atest report of the Roads Branch of the 
Department of Local Government, on import 
statistics issued by the Department of 
Industry and Commerce, and on other official 
ublications, we find that motor owners’ and 
rivers’ contributions are approximately as

Viewed from another aspect, the motor 
operator s direet and indirect contributions to 


more difficult to estimate. ut if account 
be taken of the numbers of employés who 
are engaged in the operation of public service 
vehicles, in vehicle construction and upkeep, 
in garaging and service activities, in road 
improvement work, and in various ancillary 
branches of road transport, a conservative 
estimate of the wages payable would suggest 
a figure of not less than £5 millions to £7 
millions yearly. Totals of salary and wage 
payments most, if not all, of which would 
cease in the event of a prolonged suspension 
of motor fuel deliveries ! 


PLEA FOR ECONOMY 


These facts and figures, are submitted at 
the present juncture in the hope that they 
may help to reinforce the Government's plea 
for all possible fuel economies by vehicle 
owners. Something of vastly greater import- 
ance than personal convenience -— to say 
nothing of luxury driving — is at stake, 
namely, the maintenance of a many-sided in- 
dustry on which tens of thousands of citizens 
are directly dependent for their livelihoods, 
on which many other industries and busi- 
hesses are compelled to rely, and on which 
the general taxpayer must depend for the

Members of the general public in Ire- 
land have learned with real regret that 
the dispute between the banks and their 
officials has reached a critical stage. The 
Irish banks play such a vital part in the 
everyday life of the community, and their 
staffs enjoy such popularity and respect, 
that the idea of any interference with 
their services is almost unthinkable. Yet 
a situation has arisen which, if agree- 
ment is not reached between the directors 
and their employés, may dislocate the 
entire banking system of the country at 
the end of next June. Conditions of 
service in the Irish banks are based on 
agreements that were negotiated shortly 
after the last war. Up to that time, by 
general consent, the officials in this 
‘country were underpaid and their condi- 
tions left much to be desired ; but, largely 
owing to the efforts of the late Sir Simon 
Maddock, their lot was improved sub- 
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Secretary.

London: Old and New 


London is a city that one either likes or 
dislikes with vehemence—almost with 
violence. Londoners themselves love it: 
to them it is the flower of cities all ; beside 
it, there is no other. Those who come to 
it from outside vary in their emotions. 
Sometimes they learn to love London with 
a love that surpasses even the Londoner’s. 
They are fascinated by its infinite variety, 
its swirling life; they find a curious charm 
even in those miles of straight, narrow, 
outlying streets whose terrible uniformity 
chills the blood of others. There are 
people, on the other hand, to whom 
London is anathema. After the Place de 
la Concorde, and so many majestic squares 
in foreign cities, they can see nothing in 
Piccadilly Circus; the grace, the stateli- 
ness which, in their mind, are inseparable 
from the idea of a capital city seem to 
them entirely lacking from London. It 
would be useless to try to reconcile the 
two points of view; they are based not 
upon objective fact, but upon outleok. 
Yet, while we can understand the love 
that a Londoner possesses for his own 
city, we think that not even the most. 
hardened Londoner will deny that, so far 
as appearance is concerned, it. could do 
with a great deal of improvement. There 
are lovely places in London—most of them, 
it is true, concentrated within a narrow 
area—and there are lovely buildings—of 
most of which it is almost impossible to 
obtain an adequate view. Worse, the 
growth of the city within the past century 
has been so haphazard that more dangerous 
evils than loss of beauty have come into 
being. Where Dublin has slum tenements, 
London has mile upon mile of tiny, back- 
to-back houses, perpetually overshadowed 
by the smoke of factories—houses that 
afford no better an opportunity for the 
living of a decent life than is afforded by 
our own tenements. It is an inconvenient 
city, too: witness the slowness of traffic. 
For a long time past the planners have 
been eager to try their hands on London ; 
they have called for the destruction of 
this block of buildings, the replacement 
of that block by a public square, the 
piercing of an artery here, the rebuild- 
ing of s whole district there; but London 
is so large and complex that the cost of 
their schemes, and the inevitable disloca- 
tion of normal life and services, have been 
a formidable deterrent to their adoption. 
Now the planners have taken fresh heart. 
They point out that even the worst 
evil includes.a certain amount of good; 
that the Luftwaffe’s high-explosive and 
incendiary bombs, which have brought 
distress and death to so many decent 
citizens, which have ruined so many 
famous and beautiful buildings, have 
destroyed, at the same time, many plague- 
spots which hardly could have been 
eradicated by the work of generations in 
the normal course of events. They 
demand that London shall not be allowed 
to arise in her old form, but that a new 
and finer city shall spring from the ruins. 
There must be no question, they say, of 
rebuilding such and such a house, or such 
and such a street, precisely as it was 
before the Blitekrieg; first, it must be 
ascertained whether a new highway ought 
not to be driven through the ruins of the 
house, or whether the street ought to exist 
at all. In other words, they hope to plan 
London afresh, as Sir Christopher Wren 
hoped to re-plan it after the Great Fire 
of 1666. It is a worthy desire, even at « 
time when it might seem more fitting to 
subordinate such visions to other more 
urgent objects,

New Year Celebrations 


London has entered the new year in a 
spirit of calm, cheerful confidence. In 
normal times imvitations to parties for 
New Year's Eve would have been issued 
well in advance, but this year, though 
there were no invitations, there were many 
parties of various descriptions. Most of 
the gatherings were hastily arranged when 
it was known that, in words of the 
official communiqué, there was no enemy 
air activity over this country during the 
day.” Informal gatherings were held in 
hotels and restaurants, the managers of 
which were taken by surprise by the 
demand for tables, and there were many 
other gathe: ags, even more informal, in 

ublic shelters and in the streets. St. 
Paul's Cathedral, one of the great centres 
for welcoming the new year, was sur- 
rounded by charred ruins, but the West 
End presented a lively sight in spite of 
the black-out regulations. In the suburbs 
small gatherings of neighbours were held 
with the two-fold object of celebrating the 
arrival of 1941 and the absence of air- 
raiders. 


Busy Business Houses 


This has been rather an unusual day in 
the City of London; for, whereas the 
markets, which were open on Boxing Day, 


7 —4 closed—as were the banks com- 
mercial houses were fully staffed, and 
transactions were being entered into even 
by firms whose premises had been 
destroyed. These firms havo already 
obtained other accommodation as near as 
possible to their old addresses, and have 
a determination that the loss of 
their buildings shall not mean a loss of 
their business. It was noticeable that 
these firms were tuking all possible steps 
to. maintain their ordinary commercial 
activities, and they were able, in many 
cases, to carry on with the assistance of 
other firms not affected by the raids. 


Rebuilding of London 


It is too soon, E to talk about 
reconstruction of the City of London, but 
it is recognised in City circles that tho 
way has for great changes, 
and that the time has come when the 
narrow and dangerous thoroughfares may 
be swept away to be laced by broad 
streets like those of Paris. In the past, 
sentiment has played a great part in the. 
preservation of tiny courts and passages 
which now have disappeared and may 
never be replaced. ore to-day there 
have been many great clearing schemes in 
the metropolis, and new townships have 
been formed, but hitherto the City itself 
has escaped great alteration. The 
alterations are now being made by the 
raids, and it will be easy for the City 
authorities to make plans to improve the 
situation in all directions, particularly as 
the Corporation owns immense tracts of 
land in the City area. 


Trinity Brethren 


An addition to the historic places 
destroyed during the fire attack on the 
City of London on Sunday night is Trinity 
House, the home of the Trinity Brethren, 
a society occupying a very important 
position in the economy of the merchant 
navy. To be an Elder Brother of Trinity 
House has for long been one of the dis- 
tinctions sought by important people, and 
the uniform of the office is frequently worn 
by British Prime Ministers at public 
functions. Trinity House was crowded 
with priceless maritime treasures, of which 
only a few Fare been saved. Two 
geographical globes, used for navigation 
400 years ago, were among the instruments 
destroyed, leaving only two other similar 
globes in the world—one being 
Amsterdam and the other at Winchester.

Corntcrakes and the Camera 


While I am on the ‘subject of military 
men, the lecture on which is to 
be given at the R.D.S. on January 6th is 
further evidence of the varied and con- 
trasting interests which are now to be 
found in the Defence Forces. For the 
lecturer is Lieutenant A. G. Mason, a 
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member oí the family which is already 


well-known among all classes of 1 
graphers, and his lecture will deal with 
an aspect of photography which has not 
hitherto received much attention from 
local euthusiasts. 

Lieutenant Mason does more than 
photograph wild life—heo captures it. 
And when I asked him how he went about 
capturing so cumbersome a bird as a 
corncrake he told me that he and his 
helpers begin by lying concealed in a 
favourable spot and imitating the call 
of the bird. 

This, I learned, is quite simply done by 
grating two notched bones together. 


A Natural Dictator 


I also learned that the male corncrake 
is a natural dictator, and so effectively 
does he lord it over his domain that his 
fellows never attempt to trespass. It is 
just this which proves his undoing. For 
when he hears the alien war-cry m his 
territory he swoops down at once to give 
battle to the invader. 

When he arrives on the scene the 
artificial war-cry changes to the love-call. 
The corncrake pauses, flaps his wings, 
croaks a gentle coo, or whatever it is a 
courting corncrake does, comes closer to 
investigate and finds only the trappers’ 
net. 

Do you then put him in a cage“ I 
asked. 

No,“ said Lieutenant Mason. The 
idea is to place a ring with the date of 
capture on the bird’s leg, and after 
making further photographs of him for 
record purpose, to let him go again. In 
this way we hope eventually to learn more 
about the migratory habits of corncrakes 
and à lot of other interesting items of 
information as well.“ 

So there you are. There is always 
something new to be learned!

DAYLIGHT RAIDS ON 
GERMANY 


DIRECT HIT CLAIMED ON 


COLOGNE FACTORY .

The daylight raids over Western Germany 
01 Tuesday were made by a small force of 
Blenheim aircraft of the Bomber Command, 
the British Air Ministry News Service stated 
last night.

He may 
wish to continue Britain's air attacks on an 
intensified scale in order to destroy Britain's 
industrial and transport resources and to sap 
the people's moral H- may to in- 
tensify his campaign against British shipping 
with more U. boats, or he may intend to give 
time to his third partner in the Axis to de- 
ve] p her aggressive policies in the Far East 
and so defiect American 3ttention and her 
resources in that direction.

MEAT FOR DOGS

DYED GREEN IN ENGLAND 


Press ASsociaTION. 
LONDON, Wednesday. 


No matter how great the difficulties of 
feeding it, thousands of men and women 
are determined to keep a dog of some sort 
in spite of war conditions. 

“Many people have been forced to fet rid 
of their large dogs, because it is too difficult 
to obtain sufficient meat for them, and large 
dogs don’t thrive unless they are given a 
big meat ration.“ an official of the Canine 
Defence League told a Press Association 
reporter to-day. ‘‘So there is a great de- 
mand for small dogs of every type.” 

Domestic animals are not included in the 
animal rationing scheme, which comes into 

ration on February 1. Nor does the 


inistry of Food contemplate rationing for | 


these pets as yet. However, tho there 
may be no rationing for them, it is definitely 

id down that meat fit for human consump- 
tion must not be fed to domestic animals, 
explained the official. Furthermore, a new 
order has just been issued stating that all 
meat which is unsuitable for human consump- 
tion must be dyed green. The special dye 
which is used is stated to have no harmful 
effect upon the animals to which it is fed, 
and the colour cannot be boiled out of the 
meat. 

The reason for dyeing the meat is to 
revent unscrupulous traders palming it off 
or human consumption. Dog biscuits have 
not been so easy to obtain in some districts, 
because the manufacturers can only obtain 
supplies of certain cereals required for them 
under licence.” —
